New York, Aug. 24.— S ecretary of 
the T reasury Cor tel you has announced 
a new plan of depositing governm ent 
funds in New York, Boston and other 
Cities, to afford relief to the money 
m arket in the approaching crop move­ 
m ent period. 
Comm encing next week 
he will place each week at such points 
in the country as he shall designate, 
governm ent funds to such an amount 
as he deems sufficient to prevent an 
acute m onetary stringency and possi­ 
ble panic when the demand for money 
Is greatest a t the height of the crop- 
moving period. 
The new plan of tho secretary for 
m onetary r* lief he believes will prove 
m ore efficacious than the old method 
of waiting until the country was se­ 
verely 
shaken financially, and 
then 
com ing to the relief at the last m o 
ment by placing large deposits in New 
York banks. 
Each week for a period of not less 
than five weeks the treasury depart­ 
m ent will m ake deposits in national 
banks at New York. Boston and other 
points, the security required to be ap­ 
proved state, municipal and railroad 
bonds acceptable under the existing 
requirem ents of the departm ent with 
the understanding that if called for 
such deposits shall be returned after 
Jan . 1, in installm ents to be fixed by 
the secretary of the treasury. 
This 
action is taken to m eet the com m er­ 
cial and industrial needs of the coun­ 
try at this season, and it is believed 
to l>e preferable to waiting until a 
tim e of acute stringency, when the 
only alternative would be d large gen­ 
eral deposit. 
The latter policy the 
secretary desires to supercede by one 
which shall have as its ultim ate ob­ 
ject the adjuatm» nt of the operations 
of the treasury departm ent as rapidly 
as m ay be practicable under existing 
law, in such m anner as shall preclude 
their being in any sense a disturbing 
factor in the business world. 
Under the new plan the secretary 
will 
place 
governm ent 
funds 
In 
am ounts large enough to m eet the sit­ 
uation. 
F o r this purpose he may de­ 
posit all custom funds which he is 
perm itted to under the Aldrich act, 
and if these a rc not sufficient he will 
augment them from the treasury bal­ 
ance, which increases each week after 
the usual July deficit. 
S ecretary Cor* 
tel you 
in 
nlacing 
the 
governm ent 
funds will <n pend much upon the bu­ 
reau recently established in the treas­ 
ury departm ent to inform him where 
stringencies are being felt most.

Seeking to Disprov e Guy Van Tassel's 
Reputed Alibi. 
Michigan 
City, 
Ind., 
Aug. 
24.— 
Michael J . Kane, a Chicago detectiv e, 
is in this city looking up testimony 
against Guy Van Tassel, a former con­ 
v ict from Indianapolis, who is soon to 
be tried in Chicago for complicity in 
the murder of Patrolman Luke Fitz­ 
patrick. 
The testimony he seeks Is 
for the purpose of showing the close 
companionship 
between 
Van Tassel 
and Charles Hanson, another conv ict, 
who was sent to J oliet a few months 
ago as a life prisoner because of the 
sa m e murder. 
It is understood that Van Tassel will 
attempt to prov e an alibi, and the 
prosecution is endeav oring to head 
him off. 
The sta te ex pects to prov e 
conclusiv ely that Van Tassel accom­ 
panied Hanson from this city to Ham­ 
mond, and participated in a robbery 
there, and in the subsequent battle 
with the Chicago police, but also that 
he fired some of the bullets entering 
the body 
of Fitzpatrick, 
who was 
wounded nine times during his effort 
to arrest Hanson, it being claimed that 
Hanson could not hav e flred that many 
shots under the circumstances. 
Van Tassel and Hanson Were Chums. 
The last time Van Tassel and Han­ 
son were seen here together was in 
Nov ember. 
It has been assumed that 
they went away together on the ISth 
of that month, and early the following 
morning they forced a safe at Ham­ 
mond and escaped to Chicago, where 
they engaged in a fight with the po­ 
lice. 
Hanson was wounded and cap­ 
tured, but Van Tassel escaped. 
The 
last-named 
went to San Francisco, 
where he was arrested a few months 
ago for robbery and was identified by 
the Bertlllon system as the man want­ 
ed at Chicago. 
Since his confinement in the Cook 
county jail Van Tassel has written 
many letters to acquaintances, asking 
them for money with which to aid in 
his defense.
